The department says that ex­ 
ports of farm 
commodities in 
January were valued at slightly 
less than $252 million compared 
with about $221 million in J a n ­ 
uary a year ago. 
The nation’s exports of 
a l l 
commodities, both farm and non­ 
farm, were valued at $957 mil­ 
lion. January a year ago, all ex­ 
ports totaled $732 million. 
But the department points out 
that the proportion of farm prod­ 


ucts exported last January ran 
about four percent less of t h e 
total exported volume than the 
January of 1950. 
F a rm exports iii January, 1951, 
represented 26 percent of t h e 
total export^, compared with 30 
percent of all exports in January 
a year ago.

House Plants 
Need Care For 
Cheer Indoors 
Just about the easiest method 
known for bunging color 
a n d 
good cheer into the home is to 
make use of house plants. 
True khese plants do. require 
eire but so does ainu..st every­ 
thing that yields satisfaction. 
Of course, some lucky f o l k s

V. followed, 
Foliage plant roots will

roots. But never let surplus wa­ 
ter stand in the sam * r under the 
pot for more than an hour. This 
is one of the reasons that plant 


sudsing and then a quick rinse. 
Don't let a hard crust form on 
top of the plant soil because it 
keeps out the air. 
Carefully use a fork or similar 
artic Ie to loosen the soil

By Officials 


TS etc System Claimed 
To Save *Millions' 


WASHINGTON, 
March 28 — 
Government and 
industry 
ex­ 
perts have completed work on a 
national plumbing code and the 
document, calculated to s a v e 
home owners millions of dollars, 
will be available in two months. 
The code, representing ten 
years of work and study, will 
be 
offered 
to 
civic 
leaders 
throughout the nation as the 
last word in improved plumb­ 
ing standards. 
In view of the emergency, the 
National 
Production 
Authority 
may order the code into effect to 
save scarce m aterials regard­ 
less of local community reaction 
to the code. 
Vincent T. Manas. NPA build­ 
ing code expert, reports, 
how­ 
ever, that more than 200 cities 
and towns have inquired into de­ 
velopment of the code and 
he 
looks for a widespread adoption 
on a voluntary basis. 
Manas says it is difficult 
to 
estim ate 
precisely the dollars 
and cents and m aterial savings 
lesulting from adoption of t h e 
code but admits 
they will 
be 
“tremendous’* if all cities 
ap­ 
prove the document.

THE OFFICIAL, who has been 
working on the project s i n c e 
1940, points out that

large percentage of the cities

plumbing
